the claim of the Stniuhird that the sui- 
vey of the Port .Moody section is tlie 
"first fruit.s" of ilie Island rail svay pe- 
tition. The greediness with which the 
organ siiappiid at the ft'i/firi/inn's' joko 
perpetrated at the expense of the Is 
land riulway, and the sedate air with 
which he tucked it away in his gullet, 
has raised serious mi-sgivings in the 
minds of tlie friends of the Island rail- 
way as to the success of the mission. It 
is said in some circles that tho mission 
to England has proved a complete faihue 
and that the organ has been insiructeJ 
to throw up its cap and shout " First 
Fruits, " while its owner is sne.aking 
back from Kurope by n .side-door with 
" F'ailure " written acro.ss his moliile 
countenance. All who wish to sci! 
British Columbia progress must earn- 
estly hope that such may prove to be thu 
case. No obstacle has been thrown in 
the way of the success of the mission 
through these coiuinn.s. After exercis 
ing the privilcgi' of expressing tiipopin 
ion that the missiua would |]rn\c dis 
astrou.s we did not again letVi- ii-> the 
matter except in a compliniuntai y and 
hopeful manner. When the "exi;lu.'Hiv(; 
cablegrams," which proved to have been 
stolen from the Globe, were published 
we did express the opinion that a cause 
whicb required to be bol.sLered up bv 
means so disreputable must be weak 
and tottering. The terrific ' blow ' of 
the organ over the O'lutnJian'.i item 
strengthens that opinion, and the pul) 
lie, while hoj)ing for the beat, may, we 
greatly fear, ])reparo for tlie verv wdrst 
results from the miHsion.

Salmon Frozen and Eestorod to Ani- 
mation by a fataatol rrooess, 

.Mr. Samuel L. Kelly ■ of this city has 
patented an invention by the employment 
of which ho says that Iio can free/o a 
salmon and thaw it out again at tho end 
of a year when it will bo full of life and 
as delicious aa when w.as first drawn from 
its native eloments. The invention com- 
prehends tho pruduction of artificial ice, 
ami tho process is something like this : 
A fish enters an iron tank where there is 
just siitlicient water to allow him to 
swim. To this tank is attached a re- 
frigerator or free;'.er. Fresontly tho cold 
air is turned on. Tho water congeals 
tho fish ce:use3 to swim and struggles. 
Then as the water grows colder he falls 
into a gentle doze, passing from that into 
a deep sleep. The water solidifies and 
closes about him and in a few minutes the 
siilinon is encased in a solid block of ice 
and prepareil for shipment to any part of 
the world. Neither cans, case.") nor 
labels are required. The steamer in 
wliieh he is shipped i.s litteil with re- 
frigerating clianihers. .\t the end of the 
journey the block is e.vimscd to a teni[)er 
at lire nf ,'>0 degrees. The ico casing 
gradually melts away from tho salmon, 
wdiich is thoii placed in a tank of tepiil 
water. I'reaontly, under tho inlluonco of 
tho grateful heat, the salmon awakens and 
enjoys his restoration to lish-life us keen- 
ly as if during the time that he hail lain on 
ice he had been swiinining in Fiaser 
river. The process is one of suspeiuhHl 
aiiim:dioii. Tho lish does not die. He 
only falls asleep in the < ohl embrace nf 
tlu^ block of ice. The functions of life 
are simply suspended, not destroyeil. His 
heart ceases to boat, his blond to circu- 
late, his digoslive organs tn act. Tn all 
intents and piirpnses l.e is dead, and yet 
tho life-prinei[ile la active, rerpiiring only 
to be quickened by heal to move uii 
again. The salmon when frozen by this 
process, iMr. Kelly says, is simply like a 
clock that has rundown. Wind the lime- 
pic-ce lip and it v.'il! go again. Give the 
fish lieiit aiul il will "go" ag.iin. ' The 
inventor lumnises developiuenls in the 
e.e.irse nf a short lime and hopes tn 
have the process in wcu'king order in 
I iniu for the sockeyo run lioxt year. 

The Oruise of tho BookjBt; ' 

II. M.S. Rocket, Commander Orlebar, 
U.N., reached Victoria about T jf. iii. this 
evening (lOtli .-Vugiist). The Rocket left 
Kaquiinalt on the l.'ith June on a crui.se 
along the Northwest Co.ast, having on 
hoard as p!\3.sengers in their ofiicial capa- 
city fjieiit.'Uol.

sioiier, and A. C. Amleraon, Kaq. , In- 
spector of Fisheries. The Rocket, during 
her protracted i ruise (extending in a lius- 
tancQ of Hoino twn thousand miles tiinlei 
stoani) has vi.sited many [lortioiis of tlie 
coast where important industrica are in 
progress. Several difliculties requiring 
magisterial interference wore satisfactor- 
ily arranged by tlio gontlemou above 
named, acting in their judicial capacity 
a.-i justices nf the peace, and one coiuinit- 
tal for trial on a charge of murder, and 
several convictions under the Indian 
Liquor Law, were mado. 

During the cruise the Rocket visited 
Wrangel, in the territory of Alaska, L'. 
S., where she remained at anchor for two 
weeks. This gave the opportunity to 
Commissioner Powoll to ascentl tho Stic- 
keen river to a point within tho British 
boundaty, where some conflict of interests 
had arisen between tho Indians inhabit- 
ing respectively tho upper and lower jior- 
tioiis of the river — in other words, the 
Indians living in close neighborhood iiii- 
dor the British and the I'nitcd States 
Hags. These difhcullies, nf seriniii local 
luoincnt, wore adroitly and satisfacturilv 
settled by Cul. I'owcll, and the arrange- 
ments made will, it is trusted, he per- 
manently useful. Kvcry kind attention 
and all friendly aid were extended to the 
otliccra of the Kockot and their guests by 
the authoritieB and other citizen.s at 
Wrangel. At that point the ercrtions of 
Mr. Voung, the resident missionary, and 
hia coadjutors, are obviously attended 
with much siit.-coss, and a cheering pro;! 
niise is held niit forthe future. Elsewhere
